The second pent of tin' plan was an 
noonced in these cnlnmiis some weeks 
ngn, that is. the e-t .'lldishllli": t of a 
central station for all lire calls ill the 
district. To rpiote the report : "In 
nr'rr to iii.-nre (pink re-ponse and cor- 
rect infnimatinii over the te'.rphone. 
it is recommended that all alarms of 
fire in the township and, including the 
Borough of \"n rl.ert h, he sent to some 
central station, where a man thorough- 
lv acquainted with the many mads of 
the township will lie on duty (it till 
times and will transmit all alarms to 
the nearest company upon receiving 
complete details as to the location of 
the fire. 

"A positive- and reliable alarm may 
he sent in 'liy installing a fire switch- 
board in headquarters to be operated 
bv specially trained men, one of whom 
will be on duty at all times. A trunk 
system can be installed at smoll cost 
that will connect each fire station with 
this .board iby private telephone. An 
easily nrtieuloted number such as '3f> ' 
will be designated as the number to 
be called in case of fire." 

The plan also recommends that this 
central operator have nuttons control- 
ling the sirens in the various stations. 
Thus the central office could call out 
whatever company, and as many com- 
rxinies, as necessary. 

Engine Expected 

Xarherth's new pumping engine is 
expected to arrive at any time. It is 
an American LaFrance of the most 
modern type, and has been purchased 
at n cost of $12/100. 

The need for this new engine has 
been felt for a long time. The princi- 
ple reason which spurred the local Fire 
Department to prompt action was the 
report of the Fire Underwriters, and 
the consequent efforts of Council to 
put Nnrherth in n higher insurance- 
rating class. 

In the spring of 1928 n survey wan 
mode 'hy the Underwriters, on the bnsis 
of which Narberth was demoted from 
-Class B to Class D in insurance Stand- 
ing. The threatened increase in rates, 
and the defects in fire protection 
(brought out by the survey started 
Council oii a job of improvement which 
they dtp just about finishing. The new 
'building code, the nnti-flreworkB or- 
dinance, establishment of the Fire Com- 
pany ns a 'Borough Department, the 
purchase of new equipment, and the 
improvement of the water supply were 
all a part of the campaign by which 
Nanberth was quickly restored to her 
"B" rating.

For Meritorious Act by 
Lower Merion Policeman 

The Legion Posts of Lower Merion 
Township and Narberth have issued the 
I olkivving statement: 

A series of awards to be known as 
the American lA'frion Police Award will 
be given to that member, or those mem- 
bers of the force of the Lower Merion 
Township Police who shall have ren- 
dered that single act of service of the 
greatest merit in the line of duty, or 
most calculated to increase the etlici- 
eiiey of the members of the force. 

The Award is to consist of one or 
more gifts each year of One Hundred 
Dollars ($1(10.(1(1) in gold each, and 
shall be aoeompn nied, as a record, by 
a document, reciting the act for which 
the Award is given, signed by the 
Chi.f of Police for Lower Merion 
i ow nship. and by the Cha irm.an of the 
American Legion Police Award Com 
mil tee. hereinafter mentioned. The 

Award shall al-o be accompanied by 
a medal, on one face ot which shall be 
described (description of medal,) and 
on the other face shall appear the leg 
end "The American Legion Police 
> v. r I f r Lower Merion Township 
Police, followed hy the name of the 
recipient of t he \ ward. 

Ihe Award shall be made as soon 
,s pi'-i- t ical.le after the expiration of 
ihe calendar year, at a public gather 
mo |.| the lire house at Anlinnre, or 
at -iicli other place as may be con 
venient for such a gathering. The 
\w aid shall ne personally made by 
the Chairman of the American Legion 
Pol ."(' Award Committee in the name 
,,f the various American Legion Posts 
lo.-aleil in Lower Merion Township. 

Should the act for which the Award 
is niade have cost the life of the re- 
cipient, the award shall be made in 
his name to his widow or next of kin. 
If such recipient has no next of kin. 
Ihe Award shall be made to the Lower 
Merion Township Police Pension Fund. 

The decision of the Award is to be 
:u the hands of an American' Legion 
Police Award Committee, Jo be com 
posed of one member from each duly 
constituted Post of* the American 
Legion located in Lower Merion Town- 
ship, to which Committee is given full 
authority and discretion to interpret 
the purposes of the Award a-< herein 
set forth and to reach a decision in 
accordance with the facts in each case. 
The decision of the making of any 
Award or Awards in each year, or any 
part thereof, and the wisdom of the 
continuance of the Award, shall be 
within the entire judgment and dis- 
cretion of the American Legion Police 
Award Committee.

•danger is not an incentive, our res, 
•dents are invited to take a walk In 
Bnlii, and look at the rising structures 
of CO row houses which have made 
their way into that presumably sub- 
urban community. 

What is zoning? A report presented 
at the last meeting of the Bala-l'yu 
-wyd Neighborhood Club explained the 
subject, and urged pn-oporation by the 
Twin Cities. A committee of the clun 
■was immediately appointed to work 
with the Township i'ommission, who 
have already started action on the sub- 
ject. Many other groups in the town- 
ship nre wojddng on the problem. 

i.\t a recent meeting in West Phila- 
delphia, 'Mr. Wm. H. Felton defined 
Zoning in terms of the Chinese Golden 
Rule, viz., "To prohibit you from do- 
ing to your neighbor what you 
would not want him to do to you." 
This idea has been well shown by a 
short series of illustrations depicting 
:i citizen en route home by trolley who 
loudly affirms that a man has a right 
to do as he pleases with his property, 
hut on reaching home he notes it sign 
on the next-door lot advertising thnt a 
store is to be erected there, and he <\' 
once sends a hot letter of protest to 
the flavor.

Cnm-piehonsive zoning includes sec- 
ondary divisions, parts of which are 
generallv existent in building and 
health codes. These specify such fea 
tin I'- as percentage of lot to be oc- 
cupied bv various types of structures, 
iniitini; heights and distances back 
from Btreet, visibility at street inter- 
-,,:ien-: sometimes minimum width 
and bepth of lot and era of space per 
inhabitant. 

It must be clearly understood that 
legislation can not be confiscatory. 
Also that we have been able to learn 
of only one municipality which made 
zoning retroactive, the others carefully 
avoiding this. The proponents of zon- 
ing in Narberth do not favor retro- 
active legislation, but do favor an en- 
actment whose operation would not and 
could not force the removal or remodel- 
ing of any home, garage, store, apart- 
ment, shop or place of business now 
existing, but would let these remain 
unless they were declared a nuisance 
or fire hazard under existing legisla- 
tion. 

Zoning does not prohibit the estab- 
lishment of additional units of other 
than residences, ibut it does prohibit 
their location where they would depre- 
ciate adjoining property, thus starting 
a degradation of land values with its 
inevitable disastrous results. 

Zoning has been sometimes criticised 
as being too rigid and not permitting 
natural and reasonable growth and de- 
velopment. This objection is overcome 
by provision for certain amendments 
and changes in regulations on the ap- 
peal of a certain percentage of owners 
in the affected area. 

As effecting local business cnter- 
piisos, these will be protected against 
undesirable industries 'building next 
or near their own locations.

That the setting for the 
house materially enhances its value 
goes without saying. 

As to planning for the coming open 
season for gardening, let us decide at 
once. Shall we he -atisfied with our 
present planling ani make no further 
improvements.' Shad we make plans 
for an evergreen or b-aiad-lea v (>d ever- 
green foundation n':a nt ing. if this is 
lacking? Have we enough shade trees 
in the right place? Shall we plan a 
flowering shrub border? Shall we add 
a few flowering trees? Shall ue plan a 
garden of perennial beds? 

Shall we plan a perennial border 
with an evergreen background.' This 
thought of background means much to 
the character of a planting as it does 
to the character of other things. Let 
us make up our minds that we must 
have a rock garden, lie it ever so small. 
There is nothing cpjite so satisfactory 
after once having m-en started, arol 
rock gardei's can be located in either 
sun or shade, depending on the plants 
used in the planting. 

Perhaps an arbor or a summer house 
or just a seal in a sanded corner sug- 
gests itself. These ideas will, of course, 
bring aibout changes in paths and plant- 
ings. Garden furniture such as sun 
dials, bird baths, .irus or figures will 
be found a good investment — if they 
have a background. 

Later we will eon«ideT the drying 
yard, the vegetable garden, the garden 
for flowers for cutting, the bulb gar- 
den or its combinations, but for the 
present let us start at once to plan. An- 
ticipation is a big part of the joy in 
any worthwhile accomplishment.

It has been conservatively estimate. i 
that more than half the game reared 
each year is destroyed .by vermin of 
various kinds. A conservationist with 
a nation-wide reputation at a recent 
eonference stated: 

''(lame will decrease in the next '--i 
years unless sportsmen take more care 
of the sec! stock and destroy vermin. 
1'nlcss this is done, game in America 
must be handled as it is in langland." 

Tn England today nobody but well- 
to-do sportsmen can enjoy the pleasure 
of hunting. We in America riust do 
our utmost to stay off a condition of 
this kind. The best way to do this is 
for every sportsman to take tin nct'iv- 
interest in curbing the ravages of wild 
life destroyers. 

lu a number of counties sportsmen's 
organizations have found it advan- 
tageous to put on an annual Vermin 
Contest during the period between .Tan 
uary 1st and June 1st. nt the end of 
which period prizes, either cash or 
merchandise, are awarded to the per- 
son killing the most vermin. Contests 
nro usually based on a certain number 
of points for a wildcat, a lower num 
her for a fox, and so on down the list 
of wild life destroyers, including stray 
field hunting eats and crows. We will 
gladly supply information from our 
bounty records to aid any local com- 
mittee to cheek up on a contest of this 
kind. A small nmount of money put 
up a* a prize will bring about the 
destruction of untold quantities of 
game destroyers if the contest is eon- 
ducted on broad lines and given 
plenty of publicity. 

Another good plan to create interest 
in vermin destruction is for an organ- 
ization to choose sides nnd put on n 
drive over a certain period, or on cer- 
tain days, such as New Year 's Day, 
Lincoln's (Birthday, Washington's 
Birthday, Saturday afternoons, etc., 
nnd let the losing sido pay for a ban- 
quet for the entire crowd at the end 
of the season. 

Controlling vermin and feeding go 
hand in hand.
